HAT the Proteſtants in Ireland are under 

[ very great and lamentable Calamities, there 
is g more certain, from the daily re- 

peated, moſt {ad and miſerable Relations 'of 

their Condition. It is a fad. for them that are 

upon the ſpog, to ke Ley eos d his Adherents {0 
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Maſſacre ; which is a ſufficient Teſtimony of the 
Barbarity and Inhumanity of thoſePrieſtsarid Jefhirs, 
- who animate and enco 
Cruelty and .Irreligion. : But when we conſider that 
Ireland has been, as it were, ſet up for ſome years 
againſt Exgland, and-whiat Levies and Reinforcements 
have been ſent for thence, in all probability fo aſſiſt 
the bringing of Popery and” Slavery into Exgland, 
it, is not to be wondred at, that there ſhould be fo 
much: Virukeacy among the 1riſþ againſt the Exgl#b. 
It is not the firſt time" that the Queſtion has been ſo- 
lemnly debated among the-{riſb6, What Courſe ſhould 
be taken with the Exelſb, and all others that were 
found'in the whole Kingdomi'to: be Proteſtants: And 
by their ſubſequent Practices 'it ;appears, That no leſs 
than another 'general Maſſacre is intended. For no 
Man can be 1gnorant of the Contrivances of the Po- 
piſh*Clergy in- Tre/andy ever ſince: the' Conqueſt of 
that Kingdom, . to' ſhake 'off. the . Engliſh Govern- 
ment-; nor of the horrid and barbarous 'Cruelties 
they have praftiſed thereunto. - For their Ignarance 
| produces ſo blind a Superſtition to the Popiſh Reli- 
gion, that they will moſt willingly venture their 
Lives, and whatever their many Rebellions have left 
them, to farther any thing which they are made be- 
lieve, ,tends" to. the Honour of Holy Church:- On 
.. the other ſide, their Malice to-the Exgliſb, who poſ- 
- Tels good; part of their Eſtates,” 15 ſo' great, thatthey 
-, would be content to be in a worſe -Condition"to a 
Foreigner, ſo' that they 7-4 but. gratifietheir Re- 
yenge fo far,'as to have. the Engizſb equal  Sufferers 
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(C5) | 
And.yet it-/is as Evident that the Romyſb Clergy 
of Ireland, have' had, both/publickly and- privately, 
the "Enjoyment and exerciſe 'of their. Religion, ;ac- 
cording 'to' the Church-of Rome,- more freely ſince 
the Reign of CHARLES the Firſt, than: in ſe- 
veral- Years before, by the extraordinary; Indulgence 
of the late 'Governours: | They have had their Titu- 
lar' Primates, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Vicar General, 
Provincial Conſiftories, Deans, Abbots, Priors, &c, 
who all liv'd Free, though ſomewhat covertly a- 
mong them, and exerciſed their Juriſditions over the 
People without -contraul. They had alſo their Priefts, 
Jeſuits and Friars of late years multiplied into {warms, 
and in- great-'numbers - returned out of. 1zaly, Frazce 
and Spain, and other Foreign Parts, where the Chil- 
dren of the. Natives, devoted that way, were uſually 
ſent to receive their Education, much to the Damage 
and Diſadvantage of the Proteſtants,, and no. leſs. of 
the Papiſts. themſelves, would they but conſider what 
Miſeries they have endured, and may again be 
precipitated into, -by the means of the jignorant Po- 
piſh Prieſts, who know no other Religion but the 
Enjoyment. of - their Glebes, and Monaſteries. 


. But that which cauſes the greateſt Admiration, is, 
That the' Noblemen, Private Gentlemen, and others, 
that ;are-Roman Catbolicks, and enjoy great part of 


[their Eſtates, if. not all, - ſhould be. ſo infatuated and 


miſled by ſuch a. parcel of: bloody and deſigning Hy- 


promes, to act contrary, not only to their Allegiance,

their Honour and their In to boot ; forgetting 


-the Calamities, by their Means and Induſtry, brought 
.upon the Kingdom of Ire/ang, to the utter Ruine and 


Deſtruction * 
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Deftruſtion of many Thoulands of the Engliſh, but 
of many 'of their own Nation. and Relations. 

'-To bring abovit theſe bardarous delagns, to ex- 
tirpate-the Engliſh Nation, the Trifþ had great expeQa- 
tions fioin the French, who were to have Landed 
by InſtraQions, either im the County of Kerry or 
the Province of Munſter, and to have had Limerick, and 
all the Forts and Caſtles of theſe parts of Jrelawd 
put into their hands; and now having the ſame 
expeQations from the French to be Headed by the 
late King, their great Friend and Patron, is that 


which carries them to thoſe extraordinary heighths 


of Infolencies wherein they now reign. 2 Tis certain, 
that the diſorders, which the bad Counſels given to 
that. Perſon, brought England into that diſorder and 


_ confuſion, which render it 'uncapable to give that 


ſpeedy aid which the preſent condition 'of Ireland 
requires ; but they conſider not in the mean time 
how often the Frexch have deceived them, and 
what little encouragement they have to give their 
aſſiſtance, in a Country where their friends muſt 
bring all their ſubſiftance along with them, all their 
Arms and Ammunition, and without continual ſup- 
plies, will find but cold comfort in the depopulated 
Bogs of Irelajrn. : 

ut ſuch is the violence of the Popiſh Priefts 
and Jeſuits in Ireland, that their fury and blood- 
thirſtimeſs cares not how it precipitates to the worſt 


of AQtions. How ſad a thing it muſt be for the 


Proteffints to be ſijeh/ ſufferers, and how cruel for 
the Papiſts with ſuch tinrelenting Hearts to behold their 
'miſcries, but more eſpecially to be aQtors in-them ? 
What a fad face of -a City "muſt that be, where 
Guards 
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Guards are ſet” in | every ſtreet, at- every - door. of 
the ſeveral Houles, ar by the Proteſtants: to 
be required to brin ir Arms upon pain of 
lying at the chercy of the Souldiers, both Lives and 


- Goods? If this be not the fore-runner of a Mafſa- 


cre, what can be thought. other? | 

To juſtify this, Tyrconnil Declares, That being 
certainly informed of the P. of Orange's intentions 
to Invade Irelaxd, and that upon Landing, he will 
endeavour to poſſeſs himſelf of all'the Arms, Am- 
munition and Horſes in the cuftody of private Per- 
ſons, as well to ſtrengthen - his own Party, as to 
weaken his Maſters Intereſt, he thought fit to 
ſeize upon all the Arms and ſerviceable Horſes in 
the City and Suburbs of Dubliz, and commanded 


| all the Inhabitants to repair with all their Arms, of 
* what nature ſoever, to the Pariſh Churches, and 


there deliver them to appointed Receivers : Decla- 
ring farther withal, That if any ſuch Arms ſhould 
be found, upon ſearch, in the Houſes . of any Pro- 
teſtants, after the publiſhing of bis -Orders,. the Per- 
ſons where fuch Arms ſhould be found, muſt run 
the riſque of the ill conſequences, by diforders from . 
the Souldiers. 

And thus the game, under ſpecious -pretences, is - - 
about to begin; for, it is:but conveighing a Piſtol 
or. a Baggonet into the Houſe: of any. eminent' Pro- 
teſtant ; which ſo ſoon as it ſhall be found,-.upon a : 

retended ſearch, then the Souldiers and the Rabble 
- be all kt looſe together to cut che Proteſtants 
Oats. . | 
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Other Ravages of the ſame; nature-are -daily: com- 
mitted -in the Country, :and tnanaged--with more. ſe- 
verity, and they. that make oppolition. are plundered 
of all. - Even they. who 5 the. Lord  Deputy's 
Protection-and-''Licence : to keep Arms '.to © defend 
their Houſes, were” befieg'd and- more: hardly uſed 
on that very ſcore; in.ſo. muqh, that Sir 4rthur Long- 
ford, Mr. Barton .of Carrickw#a-Croſs, and Mr. Price, 
loſt all their Goods, . and ſome of them were made 
Priſoners. - Sir - Thomas Newcomer too is ſaid to be in 
the ſame Condition: ;- it. being certainly reported, 
That though he had a | ProteQ1pn and Licence. for 
Arms for Twenty Men, the rib Papiſts broke into 
his Houſe, :and did not leave the warth of a Groat. 

In a word, the {ad and: lamentable Condition of 
the Proteſtants - in Ireland, ' by the Violences of. the 
Triſh, exceeds all the. Relation that can be given 
of it. For theſe barbarous Villains not - only quarter 
upon - the -poor Proteſtants, but rob 'and. ſpoil them 


-of their: Money, . Goods. and -Cattle. On the 2 5h. 
:+.-of the-laſt Month, about Midnight, a great number 
of” 1riſþ Horſe -and Foot entred into Cork ; they dif- 


armed all - the Proteſtants 'in ; the Town, and the 
next day ſeized all their Horſes, and broke. into 
the Houſes of ſeveral of the principal Citizens, from 
whence they tookgreat ſumms of Money, committing 
the! fame Villainies} in all the Villages of. that. Neigh- 


bourhood. Neither fare : the Proteſtants better 1n 


Munſter, Lemſter and Connaught ; for there they -have 
not only diſſeized them 'of their Inheritances, but 
alſo have plunder'd them of their Arms, Goods and 
Horſes ; and not content with depriving them of all 


heir/ ſubſiſtance, have put many of the _ of 
them 
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them-in-Priſon. - In, D«#/i»;\the 'Proteſtants are all 
difarm*d, their - Horſes taken from [-them, and. many 
of [them plundet'd and cruelly. treated by the \Sgul- 
diers, who -have alſo ſeiz'd on both the Cathedrals 
and the College ; topping all: the Ships, and the 
poor diſtreſſed Paſſengers. that offer to make their 

eſcape out of the hands of theſe bloody Monſters. 
But we need-no other inſtance of the . Barbarity 
and Treachery of the Irifþ, than. the ill Treatment 
of the worthy Captain ; Boyle by. Lieutenant-General 
Macarty ; who, on the Twenty fixth of the laſt 
Month, with a -conſiderable Body of Horſe, and two 
Field Pieces., marched towards: Caſtlemartir ,. the 
Houſe of the ſaid: Captain Boy/e, who had with him. 
about Qne-hundred and forty Gentlemen , and Ser- 
vants to defend themſelves againſt the Yiolences of 
the Triſh.” - But being perieraced to make no Reſi- 
ſtance, upon the Promiſe of the. Lieutenant General, 
That neither their Perſons or Eftates ſhould be mo- 
kſted ; yet notwithſtanding this, without 'having any 
regard thereto, Macarty cauſed the Houſe to be plun- 
der'd, and Captain Boyle, with many of. the Gentle- 
men to be carried Priſoners to Corke. - - -- | 
On the other fide, the Proceedings. of Tyrconmil 
cannot chooſe but fluſh the new-rais'd Souldiers and. all 
the Popiſh Party, who finding the Forces and Succors 
promis'd to the Proteſtants in Exg/and {o long delay'd, 
pamper themſelves ,up that a day. of Accompt will 
never;come, and therefore ſpeak with contempt of the 
Iriſh Succours, deſpiſe the alteration of Government 
in England, and talk loudly. of Invading even Exg- 
land it elf within a few Months, More than this, 
they were ſo bold, as upon .a report of the late 
B King's

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But however, if they will continue in their wicked 
and horrid PraCftices, there is no queſtion to be made 
but the ſame care and means will be uſed by Autho- 
rity which has been formerly obſerved, as. well to re- 
cover {0; large a Portion of the Engliſh Dominions, 
to puniſh the Obſtinacy of the Rebels, and to ſecure 
it againſt all Foreign Power whatſoever, by cutting 
off their Correſpondence with any Foreign Prince or 
State ; by keeping up convenient Garriſons.; by : the 
Execution of wholeſom Laws to. alter their miſchie- 
vous Conſtitutions ; by a Miniſtry well fettled to Ci- 
vilize and Inſtru&t them ; and by taking ftri&- care 
to puniſh all Prieſts and Jeſuits, that are_the Nurſes 
of Rebellion, Diſturbers of State, mortal Enemies to 
all Proteſtant - Government, and. more eſpecially the 
common _ - of the Kingdom of Ireland.

| Aﬀtion of Blake, - at the Canaries, is worthy: of 
their great Conſideration, who entred their Port,. 


iand Fired. all their Ships in Harbour, notwithſtand- 


ing there were Thirteen Block-Houſes, Caſtles- and- 
IWorks, where an innumerable multitude of Cannon: 
were planted, and Fired moſt furiouſly upon the 
' Engliſh Ships. For where there is a good Wind 
and Tide, and noble Reſolutions, as they need 
not Queſtion but to find among the Irijh, there is 


#Þut little occaſion to fear any Artillery whatever. 


'And more than all this, let the Iriſþ call to mind 
the Succeſs which they had, when they were encou- 
Taged by the Spaniard, and affiſted by the Pope to Re- 
bel; the Spaniard being then the moſt Potent Prince in 
Enrope. " 


So that it is not racional for the 1ri/b to think, 
that France will ever give them any rational Aſ- 
ſiftance, but may engage them in a Rebellion, and 


| then leave them to ſhift for themſelves ;. and fo their 


Rebel}ion- will- be no more than a means ro- bring 
Ruine and Extirpation upon themſelves. and their 
Pofterity. The Triſh would. do well -to conſider 
the Hate, but never to be forgotten Caſe,. of the Me/- 
fineſes, who fied to. the ProteQtion of the French ; 
who after they had by their Taxes and Opprefſions 
drained away all their Money, deſerted them, and- 
lefe them expoſed to.the diſpleaſure of the enraged 
\Spaniard, and to. all the Miſeries and Calatnities 
that Revenge could bring upon. them.. The Iriſh 
would do well to let this Example be an Anfwer 


ito all. the. French Charms their Priefts ſhall lay be- 


fore. 
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fore. them,; and _:to-make them take_'time ;to cons. 
ſider, that if they yl be ſo imprudent, and. de- 
ſperately; Wicked, as: i:a caſt off their Obegience to. 
a Good,'a Juſt and Gracious Prince,. whether the 
ſame. Fate and Calamities may not. attend them as 
have- done the Me//iineſ8s., ns ono. - 

*Tis true, there was a Horrid Maſſacre: of the 
Engliſh, committed by the Iriſh, after ' they had 
liv'd together for Forty. Years in the greateſt Secu- 
rity and Happineſs imaginable. Yet afterwards, 
notwithſtanding ſuch! a Maſſacre, | they were ſo 
broken by the Exgliſh, that there was ſcarce an. Iriſb- 
man in Jrel/and that durſt hold up his hand. againſt 
them, and the Kingdom became 19. depopulated, 
that conſidering the vaſ} number” of People that 
were deſtroyed - by thoſe Three great Judgments 
of Heaven, the Sword,' Famine and Plague, there 
did not remain alive above the eighth part of the 
Exeliſh Nation, the whole Country being waſted 
and conſumed. So that for ſometimes Ten, ſome- 
times Twenty Miles together, all the Kingdom 0- 
ver, a Traveller ſhould not. behold either Man, 
Bird or Beaſt ; the very Fowls of the Air and wild 
Beaſts of the Field being either Dead, or havi 
forſaken thoſe unfortunate Deſolations. © While 
Thouſands of the Iriſþ lay daily ſtarving for want 
of Food , but what in their Extremity they got 
by feeding on the Souldiers Horles, for which they 
paid many times with the loſs of their Lives. Nay, 
the. Famine at laſt grew to that height, that they 
not only fed upon Horſes, but upon dead Bodies. 
digg'd up again out of their Graves. A ſad Tragedy, 
which it is heartily wiſh'd may never be aCted over a- 
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* againſt Queen Elizabeth ; but finding
